There has been intense and exten- 
sive lobbying toward this end all 
week.

Rejects Suggestion.

For a member of 
the House to sorticit a citizen tu file 
charres against a Federal Jdee 
would be an unheard-of action, 
Hawes said. 

Hawes then informed the rchatr- 
man, in blunt and emphatic lan- 
guage, that if refused a hearing be- 
fore the committee on the grounds 
stated by Snell, he would go on the 
floor of the House, disclose the 
suggestion made to him by Snell 
and call attention to the activities 
of John L. Flannigan, traction 
company lawyer and lobbyist, and 
others in Judge .English’'s behalf. 

“If a traction lawyer and a cou- 
ple of lobbyists can come here and 
block a resolution in the rules com- 
mittee while a member of the 
House is unable even to get a hear- 
ing, it is time .he House and the 
country heard of it and they will 
hear of it,”” Hawes warned Snell. 


Snell Pleads for Time. 


Shaken by this threat, Chairman 
Snell entreated “lawes not to take 
such drastic action without giving 
the committee arother chance to 
consider the matter. He promised 
to call a meeting today at which 
he would recommend to the com- 
mittee that it hear Hawes tomor- 
row. 

Hawes replied that he would ap- 
pear only with the understanding 
that his statement could afterward 
be made public.

TWO SISTERS TAKEN 
ON HOLDUP CHARGE 


Bob-Haired Young Women At- 
tribute Salesman’s Story to 
Too Much Drink. 


MRS. PAULINE STRODE. 


Two young women, one with red 
hair and one with black hair, both 
bobbed in the prevailing mode, are 
held by the police on the charge of 
John A. Meyers, Southeast Missouri! 
grocery drummer, that they held 
him up with a revolver and robbed 
him of $40 and his watch after he 
had given them a ride in his aute- 
mobile, last Friday night. 


The prisoners. who are Mrs. 
Pauline Strode, 21 years old, and 
Mrs. Loretta Schaumberg, 19, alis- 
ters, of 1621 Grattan street, deny 
the robbery charge. They rode in 
with Meyers from Gast’s roadhouse 
on Lemay Ferry road, and they 
stopped for drinks on the way in, 
just as Meyers relates, but they 
say he must have lost:his watch 
and money in some other way than 
the one he describes. The drinks, 
they intimate, may account for his 
ok hy: bake 
Warrants to Be Sought. 

The police will apply for war- 
rants’ against the women. Mrs. 
Strode has been arrested five times 
before, ysually in company with 
Layman, Burleson, Cuckoo gang- 
ster. Burleson, who was present 
when Patrolman Griffin was mur- 
dered at Telegraph Inn, turned 
State’s evidence against “Dizszy’’ 
Daniels and Oliver Hamilton, who 
are now serving: life sentences. 

“I'd just as soon youd call me 
Burleson as Strode,” the young 
woman said after her arrest. ‘I 
was known for four years as Mrs. 
Burleson. I don’t know where 
Layman is now, but he is far from 
St. Louis, keeping out of the way 
of the gang—in Florida, I heard 
a while ago.” 

The younger sister, who is the 
red-headed member of the pair 
and who was named by Meyers as 
having driven his machine’and as 
havine threatened him with a re- 
volver, has no past police record. 
She said she did drive the car. 
after Meyers had partaken of too 
many drinks, but she denied hav- 
ing ever had or used a weapon. 

Meyers’ Story of Robbery. 

Meyers lives in Farmington, and 
represents a St. Louis wholesale 
house in a territory centering there. 
He was driving toward the city 
when he was asked at Gast’s, to give’ 
the young women a ride. He said 
the red-haired woman took his 
watch at the first place where they 
stopped for drinks, but said she 
would give it back, and that he 
did not realize that she meant to 
rob him until he asked for the 
watch, at the end of the ride. Then. 
he said, she displayed the revolv- 
er, threatened to shoot him, and 
took his money. He first thought 
this happened near Barnes Hospi- 
tal, but later decided that it was 
jthe City Hospital, A search in the 
hospital neighborhood, aided by in- 
formation from the roadhouse, en- 
abled city detectives to find the 
/women.

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Although the 1923 bond issue 
provided $5,000,000 for purchase of 
land for Memorial Plaza, it is pos- 


sible that property owners in the 


surrounding area, whose property 
may be held to benefit from the 
improvement, may have to pay part 
of the cost. 

This’ is because of a provision of 
the city charter which had not 
been called to public attention un- 
til mentioned yesterday by Associ- 
ate City Counselor Senn, chief con« 
demnation attorney for the city, 
who told reporters about it in an- 
nouncing his intention of filing a 
suit to condemn the land In Cir- 
cuit Court today or tomorrow. 

The provision is in Section Four. 
Article 21, of the charter, relating 
to condemnation or other damage 
of land for public pu in- 
cluding “public squares and. parks.” 
The clause reads: “For the pay- 
ment of all such damages the com- 
missioners shall assesa against all 
the lots or parcels of property or 
interests therein especially benefit-— 
ted by the proposed public work or 
improvement, separately, and in 
the name of the several owners 
thereof, the amount that onek such 
lot or parcel of property or er- 
est therein so assessed shall be 


specially benefited by the proposed 


public work or improvement, and 
against the city the balance of the 
damages over and above the afore- 
said special benefits assessed.” 
Action Is Mandatory. 


This makes it mandatory for the 
Commissioners who shall be ap- 
pointéd in the plaza condemnation 
to create a benefit district sur- 
rounding the plaza site, covering 
whatever area they think the tm- 
provement will benefit specially, 
and making assessment of a part of 
the cost against the property in- 
cluded. The city owns virtually 
four city blocks facing the plaga 
site, including the vacant lot where

There is one alternative—the city 
could acquire the land by direet 
purchase, without. regard to this 
provision, but the price of the 
land would probably be too high 
then. 

The condemnation suit to be 
filed covers seven city blocks and 
portions of two other blocks, as 
originally planned. The area in- 
cludes the six blocks bounded by 
Twelfth boulevard, Market, Pine 
and Fifteenth streets, the strip 
along the east side of Twelfth 
boulevard between Market and 
Chestnut streets (to connect the 
plaza with the courthouse site), 
and part of the block between 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth streets, 
running 600 feet south from Mar- 
ket street, for the Municipal audi- 
torium. 

Effects Other Project. 

In 1922 the City Plan Commis- 
sion estimated the cost of the land 
for the plaza, based on market 
values in the neighborhood, and 
city officials believe the accuracy 
of the estimate has beén verified 
by finding since in connection with 
the projected widening of Market 
and Olive streets. The plaza bond 
item carried an additional $1,000,- 
000 for erection of a memorial 
building for St. Louis veterans of 
all wars.

LONDON, San. 23 "The Admi- 
ralty announces that under the 
terms of the Washington treaty 
the 22,500-ton battleship Monarch 
was sunk Tuesday by gunfire. She 
was considered practically obsolete, 
haying been built in 1911. 

A nine-hour bombardment pre- 
ceded the sinking. The attack was 
made about 150 miles off Plymouth 
and the tests were secret, though 
Similar to those recently carried 
out against the American batile- 
ship Washington. 

The Monarch was first bombed 
by airplanes, which made several 
hits. Then the Hght cruisers Carys- 
fort, Caledone, Suracoax and Cal- 
liope and the destroyer Veetis 
pounded her with — six-inch guns. 
Finally the 15-inch guns of 
the Hood, Repulse, Ramel- 
lies, Royal Oak, Royal Sovereign, 
Revenge and Resolution, firing 
from a distance of 10 tq.12 miles, 
left the Monarch a shattered huik, 
which slowly settled‘in 60 fathoms 
of water.

Ocean Greatest Reservoir. 


“People and animals get their 
protecting iodine in a variety of 
ways directly or indirectly from 
Mother Ocean, the greatest poten- 
tial reservoir of it. Those who in- 
hale the spray from the oceans, 
seas or great salt lakes, absorb in 
this way a very’ considerable 
amount of it, while iodine has been 
found in rather considerable quan- 
tities in the rain water three miles 
distant from the Atlantic Coast, In 
contrast with this, rain water from 
the Great Lakes region contains 
only 1-40th as much as that which 
has washed the atmosphere near 
one of the five greatest bodies of 
salt water. 

“It therefore is self-evident that 
we receive very much less iodine 
from our water’ and air in the 
Great Lakes region than do those 
who live on the Atlantic or Pacific 
coasts. But the same is true of 
our supply which is received indi- 
rectly from Mother Ocean, for the

Favors Putting Iodine in Salt. 


“This salt is not volatilized by 
boiling, hence if added to the 
food during the process of cooking 
we are absolutely certain to get 
todine, something which might not 
oecur if we depended upon salt on 
the table for our supply of iodine, 
because so many of us are not in- 
clined to salt our food after it is 
once served. This is very true of 
children, who particularly need the 
iodine during the formative pe- 
riod when goiter can be prevented. 

“The State of Michigan was, I 
believe, the first to guarantee the 
sale of none but fodine-containing 
salt within her borders. The plan 
seems to work pertectly, and the 
storage loss is so slight after the 
addition of sodium fodide as to be 
a negligible factor. As is well 
known, a once flourishing sheep in- 
dustry on the Michigan Peninsula 
was totally wiped out by goiter 
and its complications, to say noth- 
ing of the coincident human health 
impairment in this same region.”

Flying low to get their 
signals, we saw oil on the water 
and all over the plane. 

Seck Help for Wade. 
“feigh signaled frantically for us 
| not to land. Because of the swell 
| he figured that if we came down 

beside him we would never get off 
| again, and then we would both be 
| helpless in the middle of the ocean. 
| But we did hate to leave them sit- 
ting out there in that remote part 
of the North Atlantic. However, 
after circling around a time or two 
| we headed off on our course and 
flew with the throttle wide open. 
The nearest destroyer was the Bil- 
But she was over 100 
| miles away, near the Faroe Islands. 

“As we passed over the Faroes 
we saw a telegraph line, which we 
‘followed around Sybero Island until 
/Wwe came to a village, where we 
|dropped a message. A bit north 
‘of the Faroes we picked up the 
Billingsby. But before we reached 
her Lowell had written two notes, 
each identical, describing Wade's 
mishap, the peril he and Ogden 
‘were in, their exact location, time 
of landing, and the condition of 
both sea and wind so that the naval 
officers could estimate how far the 
wind might blow them in the Inter- 
‘val before a rescue could be af- 
| fected. 


“The first note we put In a mes- 
‘sage bag, but the destroyer hap- 
pened to be under way, making ful- 
ly 20 knots, so I missed her deck 
'by several yards. We had only 
‘one more left, and every moment 
It was imperative 
‘that this one should get to the 
‘captain of the Billingsby. So I tied 
‘it to my one and only life pre- 
server, and when I dropped it this 
|time again missed the deck, but 
a sailor dove overboard and fished 
it out of the sea, 


Sea Greyhounds to Rescue. 


“The note ended with a request 
that if they understood and would 
_at once start to the rescue, to give 
|us three blasts from the whistle. 
| We circled around, saw the captain 
seize the message, read it, run 
across the deck, and shout his com- 
mands. A moment later we saw 
three long white streaks of steam 
lcoming from the whistle, and al- 
'most at the same moment clouds 
of smoke poured from the funnels, 
‘and the destroyer shot ahead and 
was off like a flash. It seemed to 
‘jump just like a greyhound. Never 
‘have I seen a vessel leap ahead 
‘like that. Later we learned that 
she had traveled so fast she had 
burnt all the paint off one of her 
stacks. 

“As she raced through the ses 
,at 31 knots tne cajptalas 
ito the cruiser Richmond and the 
latter immediately started to the 
rescue at a speed of $3 knots. 


“We now returned to our course, 
and from here on to Iceland flew 
through light rain and fog. In 
order to see the water we had to 
fly 50 feet off it for over 300 miles. 
But the wind was still with us and 
we continued to average a hundred 
miles an hour. Through mist and 
rain we flew over the cruiser Ra- 
leigh, and although he had no way 
of checking our compass course, 
Lowell piloted us right in to Hor- 
nafiord. After mooring alongside 
the New Orleans, Erik and Jack 
pitched in and helped us service up, 
while crowds of Icelanders, de- 
scendants of the Danes, came out 
in rowboats, propelled by funny 
shaped oars. 

“There on the shore, in a large 
fisherman's hut, with a ring of grim 
mountains, a smoking volcano, and 
five glaciers for a background, we

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Lieut. Wade in describing the 
misfortune that befell the Boston 
declared that everything had 
seemed ideal for qa quick trip to 
Iceland right up until the moment 
when the accident occurred. Their 
trouble came without warning. 
“All of a sudden I noticed the 
oil pressure going down,” Wade 
said. “In a few seconds it dropped 
all the way to zero. So there was 
nothing to do but land at once 
and take no chances on the motor 
freezing and our falling into a spin. 
Our altitude at the moment was 
approximately 500 feet, so I had 
no difficulty in turning and lead- 
ing into the wind. 

“When we reached the water l 
discovered how deceiving the sea 
is when you are above it. From 
500 feet it had looked fairly 
smooth. But when we landed we 
found it so rough that the left 
pontoon wrapped itself completely 
around the lower wing and snapped 
two of the vertical wires. 

“At first I thought the oil tank | 
had Durst and let the entire supply 
drop out. But it was séill full..So| 
we knew that our trouble was sim- | 
ply due to the failure of the oil} 
pump. This meant that our re- | 
pairs could not be made at sea. 

“Smith and ‘Les’ were circling 
around us, and I was fearful that 
they might land and crack up also. 
That was why we signaled so 
frantically for them to stay in the 
air. We indicated to them that 


our engine had failed, that our re- 
pairs could not be made at sea, 
that they should hurry on to the 
nearest destroyer, and that we 
were utterly helpless. The last we 
saw of them they were disappear- 
ing in the direction of the Faroes. 


Sea Gull Visitor. 


“The first thing we did was to 
fasten the anchor to the bridle 
and heave it overboard. But we 
hadn't been bobbing up and down 
on the waves for many minutes un- 
til we discovered what a nasty 
business it was to be in midocean 
on a fragile plane with the swells 
hitting it at right angles. We both 
soon grew dizzy and our heads 
were fairly spinning. But we real- 
ized that unless the vertical wires 
were repaired the ship might not 
ride out the sea until help arrived. 
So we managed to crawl on to the 
wing and get it fixed. Then, climb- 
ing into our -cockpits, we settled 
down for a little vacation near 
longitude 5 degrees and 28 minutes 
west and 60 degrees and 40 min- 
utes north. 

“It was exactly 10:58 a. m. when 
we landed on the water. Two hours 
went by during which we saw no 
living thing, not even a porpoise— 
only those cold, gray swells that 
kept us from ~ having a moment's 
peace. The waves looked moun- 
tain high as they rolled toward us. 
Only the superb workmanship and 
the strength of the materials which 
Donald Douglas had put into these 
cruisers prevented the Boston from 
being knocked to pieces within an 
hour. 


‘The first sign of life that we 
Saw wag a sea gull. As it swooped 
down to have a look at us we felt 
a bit like Noah and the inmates of 
the ark must have felt when the 
dove came back the first time. 
‘Hank’ remarked that we surely 
must be near land or we would not 
be seeing any birds, but I pessi- 
mistically assured him that gulls 
fly many hundreds of miles out to 
sea. 


Missed by Rescue Ship. 

‘“‘Nevertheless it was comforting 
to even see one bird and to feel 
that we at least had one friend in 
this part of the world. As we drift- 
ed about the ocean the waves 
would carry us farther and farther 
away from the bird. But after we 
had drifted 50-yards or so the gull 
would taxi off and come alongside 
again. 

“Teurged ‘Hank’ to get a bit of 
sleep, because I knew we might 
have to take turns all through the 
night. So he curled up in his 
cockpit while I kept a lookout. 
About 2 o'clock, away off on the 
horizon to the starboard, I saw a 


anxiously awaited word from Wade 


wisp of smoke. Shouting to ‘Hank,’ 
I crawled out on the top wing and 
waved a sheet of canvas while he 
fired flares with the Very pistol. 
Although this boat remained in 
sight for half an hour, and al- 
though we signaled frantically all 
that time, our efforts were in vain. 

“Up to this moment our spirits 
had been high. We had felt sure 
that it would not be long before a 
boat would pick us up. But now 
we realized that a ship had to be 
fairly close in order to see us, be- 
cause we were such a tiny speck 
bobbing about’ out there on that 
gray expanse of water. A drizzly 
rain and fog started closing in on 
us from the northwest, and. the 
wind was picking up fast. So we 
began to wonder just what our fate 
was going to be. Never in our lives 
had either of us felt so lonesome, 
so utterly helpless. Had we been 
in midocean in a _ rowboat it 
wouldn’t have been so bad, because 
then we at least could have kept 
our bodies warm and our minds 
occupied by rowing.”

BERLIN, Jan. 23.—Chancellor 

Luther has succeeded in obtaining 
the first vote of confidence for his 
Government—the first monarchfst- 
ic, reactionary regime Germany has 
had since the republic was found- 
ed in 1918. He can now begin car- 
rving out his program, which even 
his enemies admit does not differ 
a particle from that of former 
Chancellor Marx. 
The vote yesterday was 246 for 
the Government to 160 against, but 
48 Deputies were absent and 389 
more refused to vote at all, rushing 
from the Chamber when the time 
came. It is not, therefore, strictly 
a majority vote, but the Govern- 
ment is sure it would have been Tf 
all Deputies had voted. 

The Cabinet will function as long 
as the Catholic Center party con- 
tinues its support, which Is half- 
hearted. Former Chancellor Wirth 
leads the revolt within the party. 
When the red and white ballot 
slips were passed out he held up 
a red slip, letting everyone know 
he opposes the Luther ministry. 

Wirth carried with him the votes 
of 11 other Centrists. There were 
others in the party who agreed with
